We tie not asking for so- 
called protection to American mines, 
hot for the fall, thorough and complete 
remonetizktion of silver and iti restora- 
tion M a money metal to the place it 
always held in America until aeoretlj 
and fraudulently demonetized in order 
that gold alone might measure values.
